His  hands  were 
burned,  apparently  in  an  at- 
tempt to  flee  the  blazing 
studio. 


Neighbors  Hear  Shouts 
Two  neighbors  —  Paul 
O'Keefe,  26,  an  advertising 
representative  of  the  New 
York  Daily  News,  and  Wil- 
liam Benedict,  37  —  reported 
[they  heard  Nuyttens  pound- 
ing on  the  floor  and  shouting 
for  help,  but  that  the  fire  and 
smoke  prevented  them  from 
entering  the  studio. 

Hundreds  of  oil  paintings, 
etchings,  and  plates  were  de- 
stroyed in  the  fire.  The  cause 
of  the  fire  remained  a  mys- 
tery. However,  firemen  said

BV  a 
Icigaret.  Acquaintances  saiq 
the  artist  "was  a  heavy  smok- 
er. 

Nuyttens  was  born  in  Ant- 


werp, Belgium,  and  came  to 
Chicago  to  study  at  the  Art 
institute  in  1905.  At  one  time 
his  works  were  hung  in  the 
White  House,  the  Congres- 
sional library,  the  New  York 
Public  library,  the  Illinois 
state  house  at  Springfield,] 
and  in  several  European 
museums. 

Owned  Night  Club 

Nuyttens  leaves  a  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Laura  Ann  Scofield, 
1932  Pratt  blvd. 

He  also  created  many  stage 


presentations  and  did  the  cos- 
tuming for  the  federal  thea- 
ter in  1933,  and  for  the  1940 
Lincoln  pageant  in  New 
Salem,  111. 

In  the  prohibition  era, 
Nuyttens  owned  a  night  club 
| he  called  the  Chez  Pierre, 
predecessor  of  the  Chez 
Paree.  He  sold  the  club  when 
gangsters  tried  to  pressure 
him  into  selling  bootleg  liq- 
uor. Later,  he  owned  a  res- 
taurant, Pierre's  Casino,  at 
Rush  and  Ontario  streets.

Fellow  Sinners: 

In  offering  you  this  book,  a  few  words  of  explanation  may  not  be  amiss. 
The  title  presented  the  greatest  difficulty. 

In  the  book  you  will  find  Kings,  Queens  and  politicians.  Actors  and 
financiers.  Princes  of  the  Church  and  gangsters.  Artists'  models,  chorus 
girls  and  motion  picture  actresses.  Bootleggers  and  jurists.  All  the  char- 
acters you  could  find  in  fiction,  with  the  distinction  that  my  characters  are 
all  living  people,  drawn  from  life  in  the  raw. 

I  have  seen  these  people  at  work  and  at  play.  In  the  privacy  of  their 
salons  and  boudoirs.  On  their  yachts  and  in  cheap  hotel  bedrooms.  I 
have  eaten  and  drunk  with  them.  Some  were  nice  people,  others  not  so 
nice  .  .  .  but  ALL  were  human,  which  is  the  side  of  each  nature  I  have 
striven  to  present. 

In  most  instances  the  real  names  of  these  big  and  little  wigs  are  given. 
Names  which  have  been  society,  or  front  page  news  for  three  decades. 
Others,  because  of  the  nature  of  the  incidents,  I  have  thought  best  to  dis- 
guise with  pseudonyms  which  you  may  have  little  difficulty  in  penetrating. 
For,  in  all  instances,  I  have  adhered  to  the  truth  in  an  intimate  portrayal 
— even  of  those  persons  who,  for  obvious  reasons,  do  not  want  themselves 
revealed,  so  openly,  to  the  general  public.  You,  your  friends,  or  your 
friends'   friends  are  depicted  frankly. 

You  will  be  a  witness  to  their  foibles  and  their  passions,  their  noble 
acts  and  their  misdeeds.  You  will  hold  a  box-seat  from  which  to  view  this 
tragi-comedy  of  life,  played  by  the  original  cast.  You  will  be  amazed, 
amused  and — perhaps — shocked.  But,  you  will  be  entertained.  Of  that  I 
assure  you. 

In    short,    you    will    understand    why   this   book   was   titled    "ANTS   IN 
THEIR     PANTS";     because    no    other     title    could    describe — with    such 
"nicety" — the    reasons    why    these    people    act    as    they    do.      What    other 
phrase  could  depict  their  ANT-ics? 


Far  from  being  a  sordid  or  "sexy"  book,  ANTS  IN  THEIR  PANTS  is 
a  vivid  and  dramatic  portrayal  of  life  as  it  is  lived  today.  There  are 
moving  passages  of  remarkable  beauty.  There  are  humorous  incidents, 
which  will  bring  spontaneous  laughter ;  and  touching  scenes  which  may 
move  the  reader  to  tears. 

Nowhere  does  the  author  moralize,  philosophize  or  appeal  to  the  reader's 
emotions.  His  scenes  are  depicted  clearly,  concisely,  in  the  unmistakable 
precision  with  which  he  draws  his  etchings.  The  facts  are  there  for  you 
to  see,  and  from  them  you  may  draw  your  own  conclusions.

As  Nuyttens  remarked,  after  having  been  asked  to  illustrate  a  book 
with  some  "spicy"  nudes:  "I  have  never  made  a  lewd  picture  in  my  life, 
and  never  will !" 

The  scenes  in  the  book  are  presented  without  salacious  covering  or 
hidden  meaning.  Denuded,  perhaps,  in  simple  revealment — but  not  lewd. 
Like  Boccaccio,  Balzac  and  de  Maupassant,  Nuyttens  sets  down  episodes  in 
the  lives  of  the  great  and  near  great  of  his  day.  Withholding  all  praise 
or  censure,  he  tells  what  he  saw  and  heard.  He  makes  no  attempt  to 
"cash  in"  on  the  sins  of  his  contemporaries.  Nor  is  he  malicious  in  his 
illumination  of  drama  behind  the  scenes;  of  unclothed  human  nature  as  he 
finds  it.     His  characters  act  and  talk;  the  reader  is  the  sole  judge. 

The  text  is  lively  and  rapid  in  movement.  Crammed  with  entertaining 
detail  and  sparkling  dialogue,  there  is  not  a  dull  line  in  the  350  pages. 

The  author  has  lavishly  illustrated  it  with  his  own  drawings,  etchings 
and  photographs.  There  are  a  number  of  exquisite  photographs  which 
were  exhibited  in  the  first  one-man  show  of  photographs  to  be  held  at 
the  Chicago  Art  Institute.

Pierre  Nuyttens,  the  Artist  and  the  Man 


In  Antwerp,  Belgium,  his  native  town,  when  he  was  only  sixteen,  one  of 
his  nudes  won  first  prize  in  the  annual  exhibition  at  the  Royal  Academy 
of  Art.  That  was  the  first  intimation  his  mother  had  that  Pierre  was  doing 
his  painting  in  the  "life  class,"  and  being  a  most  modest  and  religious 
woman,  she  was  horrified — putting  an  end  to  his  art  studies  right  there 
and  then. 

But  you  can't  curb  genius.  Pierre  Nuyttens  came  to  America.  Settling 
in  Chicago,  he  worked  at  whatever  he  could  get  during  the  day,  studied  at 
the  Art  Institute,  specialized  in  portrait  etching.  He  has  exhibited  his 
work  in  every  famous  art  gallery  in  the  United  States  and  Europe,  including 
the  Chicago  Art  Institute.  Permanent  exhibitions  of  his  work  may  be  seen 
in  the  Washington  Congressional  Library;  the  State  House  at  Springfield, 
Illinois;  Chicago  Historical  Society;  and  in  the  War  Museum,  Brussels, 
Belgium.  Exquisite  specimens  of  Nuyttens'  work  are  in  thousands  of  private 
homes  here  and  abroad. 

During  the  World  War,  he  was  decorated  by  Albert  of  Belgium,  and 
knighted  Chevalier  in  the  Order  of  Leopold  the  Second,  as  a  reward  for 
his  valor  in  carrying  a  secret  message  through  the  enemy  lines. 

Pierre  designed,  built,  and  operated  for  five  years  the  smartest  private 
night  club  in  America,  the  CHEZ  PIERRE  in  Chicago.  (When  the  club 
changed  hands,  the  name  became  CHEZ  PAREE.)  But,  during  those  five 
years  of  the  "prohibition  era,"  Nuyttens  had  opportunity  to  study  society 
at  play — gathering  ample  material  for  his  book. 

Nuyttens'  literary  achievements  are  many.  He  has  sold  a  number  of 
short  stories.  He  translated  and  illustrated  a  special  edition  of  Boccaccio's 
DECAMERON,  which  is  considered  the  finest  edition  of  that  work  ever 
printed.      It  sold  by  private  subscription  at  one  thousand  dollars  per  set. 

A  special  edition  of  Mark  Twain's  FIRESIDE  CONVERSATION,  de- 
signed and  illustrated  by  Nuyttens,  contained  only  twenty-four  pages  and 
sold  for  one  hundred  dollars  per  copy. 

Pierre  Nuyttens  is  taking  an  active  part  in  the  designing  and  in  the 
illustration  of  his  book.  He  insists  that  it  be  the  finest  possible  specimen 
of  the  book  maker's  art. 
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
